1. In mid-August 1950 the barracks installation on ul. 11.Go0 Listopada 
in Lodz (Q 52/0 93) was occuried by an iafantry unit, oresure tay a 
reginent, inother resettler called the mit a fast motorized in« 
fantry roginent. Uotorization sas not observed prior to the summer 
of 1918. (1) Tho installstion consisted of a four-story corner 
building bordured by ul. 11. Yo Tastonada anc ul, Kobe Voponowskieso, 
a gararc, about CO notears lons, worlssho> Lacilities and a kitchen 
building. “rior to .orld “ar II four battalions, two of tho forner 
28th and two of the 3lst Inf Aevts, wore quartered in the barracks, 


25X1 25 [J theo unit quartered in the barracks in sucust 1950 
was of regiuental strength, the unit returned from ficld training by 
truck and »dassenger car. A convoy of about 25 vassenger cars and 69 
to 70 trucks wac scen once. Tich truck was loaded with sl-out 20 nen. 
The soldiers were 19 or 20 years old and showed ood discipline. (2) 
The soldiers of the units still wore the cornered service cap typical 
of the old Polish army, their service color vas not remo:abered. 


3. A motorized unit was quartcrod in the barracks install. tion on ul. 
Kpt Pogonowskiezo, opposite the lLarracks mentioned above. The in= 
stallation consisted of a four-story building with a frontare of about 
120 meters. +nformant believed that the 28th Uorse=lrawn ‘rty Regt had 
beon quartereal there prior to world war II. (3) 


hh, A motorized unit with suns towed by trucks occupied iy solticrs vas 
seen entcring the barracks dretises in Nay 1750. Guns of about 150-un, 
on rubber=tired wheels, with a comparatively low slanting shield and 
a carriage about 4 meters longs; and about 100=mm runs with a split 
shield on rubber=tired wheels with a carriaze about 3 meters long 
were noticed, -he barrels of both types were about 3 meters lone. 
There were an esti:ited 0 trucks availalle for use by the unit. (hh) 
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A Polish signal unit was in a cantonment near wgicrs 

(Q 52/0 91) during the period from the soring of 19),8 to 

June 1950. the cantonment was located on the eust side of 

the Zciers-Riala (Q 52/0 95) road, just north of the railroad 
line and south of a small voods, It .ss corposed of ahout 10 
wooden buildings, each of them a:out 25 mcters lonz. Six of 
these buildings aopeared to be occupied by personnel. A aurking 
Lot for four to six trucks and a sirmal equivment dum with 
wire r:els and telephone voles were also scen. A Gorman security 
battalion was quartered in this cantonment during the war. (5)

There were an estimated 50) to 690 soldiors quartered in the in- 
stallation, Jn several occasions five units, each of covnany 
strength, were seen lined up in the cantonment area. The soldierst 
age seemed to ranre up to 20 years. Loside faticue duties in the 
cantonment area, work on the 4cierz-Tiala telephone Line wac 
noticed. 


The troops would leave the install tion in small detachments of 
up to 15 men, sometimes with and sometimes without two-wheeled 

vehicles, The soldiers used to carry sisal equipment, such as 

poles, telephone sets, wire, ctc., when without vehicles. Thoy 

wore fatigue uniforms without insigni:. 


Another unoccupied cantonment guarded by; a volish soldier was 

near the road to Ozorkow (2 52/0 85) in liay 1950. It was rumored 
among the utopulation that the installation was reserved for voviet 
troops, but such troops were not seen, The cantonment was located 
in a woods about 200 meters west ol the road to Qvorkow, about 

six km from 4gicrz., Only three wooden buildings could be seen fron 
the mad. oections of prefabricated huts were seen arriving at the 
cantonment in February 1959.
